- One year ago, when we were so treacherously attacked 
by the Japanese at Pearl harbor, American workers were 
called upon to increase to the utmost the production of 
weapons and material for the fleet. 

The response of labor was magnificent, and free Amer- 
ican labor may well be proud of the production records 
they established during the year in our shipyards, aircraft 
factories, ordnance plants, and other factories. 

The United States navy congratulates the men and 
women of American industry who have done such a re- 
markable job for the armed services. The men in the 
fleet are eternally grateful to the soldiers of production who 
are furnishing them with these weapons of war on time. 

Progress must continue to be made on the production 
line as well as on the firing line. Existing production records 
must be broken, and that calls for even greater cooperation 
between management and labor in American industry. Pro- 
gressive and intelligent methods must continue to be used 
in this, the most gigantic war production program of all 
time. Absenteeism, industrial accidents, work spoilage and 
waste must be reduced to a minimum. Health and safety 
programs in our plants and shipyards can do much to keep 
the most workers on the job the most days.

FEDERATION OF LABOR SUCCEEDS IN 
HAVING VICIOUS AUDIT SYSTEM 
ELIMINATED IN NEW RULING 


A great victory was achieved by the California State Federa- 
tion when it succeeded in having the vicious audit system 
eliminated in the new ruling issued recently by the welfare com- 
mission for women and minors in the canning and preserving 


industry. The federation, together with the cannery unions, had 


submitted a brief and partici-® 


pated in all the hearings con- 
ducted by the wage board set 
up for this industry and the in- 


dustrial welfare commission 
when the old wage order was re- 
opened. 

The audit system, a complicated 
method of computation, provided 
for a make-up rate to be paid wo- 
men and minors in the canning in- 
dustry so as to guarantee the pre- 
scribed minimum wage of 331/3 
cents per hour to 50 per cent of the 
women and minors in the industry. 
The federation opposed the whole 
idea of guaranteeing the payment 
of the minimum to only 50 per 
cent of the workers, contending 
that a minimum wage applied to all 
workers entitled to it, 
50 per cent only.

the new wage order for this indus- 
try. 

The audit system, which has been 
in effect for many years, was bit- 
terly resented by the employes, who 
were unable to understand it and 
were deprived of any chance to 
reckon their time in any suitable 
manner. At the last convention of 
the California State Federation of 
Labor a decision was made to bend 
every effort to eliminate this sys- 
| tem. With the action taken by the 
industrial welfare commission, the 
federation feels that a tremendous 
step forward has been made which 
will be of permanent benefit to the 
| employers in this industry. 
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Army, Navy Heads Urge War Workers 
Not To Enlist In Armed Forces 


The army and navy appealed to 


aircraft, shipyard and other war 


plant workers to remain at their 


jobs rather than enlist. 

Secretary Stimson and Secretary 
Knox said in a joint statement: 

“During the past months a large 
number of men employed in air- 
craft industries, shipyards and in 
other war plants have resigned 
their positions in order to enlist in 
the army or navy. The patriotic 
spirit which has prompted such 
action is in accordance with the 
high traditions established in the 


previous wars which out 
has fought. 

“However, in the present world- 
wide struggle the task of maintain- 
ing an increasing flow of the tools 
with which we fight is as important 
as that of effectively using those 
tools in battle. You men who are 
engaged in this vital work should 
remember that your government, 
and your fellow-citizens, are clear 
in their convictions that you are 
doing your full duty in staying at 
your present posts unless and un- 
til you are called or until your ser- 
vices can be spared.”

Drivers In 


New Contract 


Weekly Pay Increased 
Plus Commissions; 
Overtime Granted 


As a result of a conference in 
San Francisco, called by Federal 
Conciliator Omar Hoskins last 
Friday, a satisfactory agreement 
was reached between the Bakers’ 
club and Bakery Wagon Drivers 
and Salesmen, Local 432, Alameda 
county. 

The agreement provides for an 
increase in basic pay of $6.30 per 
week for all classifications plus 
commissions, time and one-half for 
overtime, $5.25 allowance for men 
required to stay away from home 
overnight, and two weeks vacation 
with pay. 

According to Paul Fuhrer, busi- 
ness representative of the union, 
approximately 140 men failed to 
report to work Wednesday of last 


week in protest over action of 
employers repudiating an agree- 
ment reached in Hoskins’ office 


and submitting an alternate pro- 


posal which would actually have 
resulted in decreases, employers 
attempting to have overtime pay 


and increase in base pay, offset by 
commissions paid in addition to 
salary. 

Practically all men returned to 
work in the afternoon, following a 
conference in the city hall called 
by Hoskins and attended by em- 
ployers, the union negotiating com- 
mittee and army and navy Officials. 

“It is regrettable that during 
this great crisis, union men are 
forced to take matters into 
their own hands to compel em- 
ployers to deal fairly,” stated 

Paul Fuhrer. 

The union has been in negotia- 
tion for a new contract since Aug- 
ust, assisted by Fred Silverthorn, 
secretary of the central labor coun- 
ceil, and Attorney James F. Gal- 
liano.

The tremendous magnitude of the service being rendered 
to the war effort by the half-million members of the inter- 
national brotherhood of teamsters was disclosed in figures 
made available by the office of defense transportation 
showing that truck hauling has increased more than 1,000 


per cent over last year. 


Everyone knows that the railroads are carrying 


greater loads since the war 


far 
began, but the role of truck 


transportation in the war effort has been obscured. 
Yet the figures show that despite gasoline rationing and 


the tire shortage which have 


cut down truck deliveries for 


civilian purposes to a wide extent, truck transportation for 
war purposes has grown by leaps and bounds. 

The total truck haul in August, September and October 
of last year was 22,700 loads, aggregating 165,000 tons. 
But this year, the ODT revealed, 1,185,698 tons of freight 


have been transported by trucks in 144,759 loads.

Philip Murray is president, issued 
a torrid blast calling us a lot of 
names. The statement said we are 
“very ignorant.” We admit the 
charge and confess we are still 
completely ignorant of the dues- 
paid membership in the CIO after 
reading the statement. It shed no 
light on that mysterious subject. 

However, we see no good in con- 
tinuing such a grandstand quarrel 
at a time when the peace commit- 
tees representing the AFL and CIO 
are about to sit down together to 
try to work out a settlement. 

Our purpose in raising the issue 
was not to embarrass the peace 
conferences but to point the way 
for the CIO to cooperate in making 
them successful. The reaction of 
the CIO to our suggestion does not 
indicate any burning desire on its 
part to be helpful. 

A Nuisance Raid 

Another straw in the wind which 
is disturbing to sincere advocates 
of labor peace is the attempted raid 
| by the CIO, with the collaboration

Praise Given International 
Association of Fire Fighters 


The American and British people, ; 


speaking the same language of de- 
mocracy, are working together and 
fighting together to make democ- 
racy the universal language of the 
world, AFL President William 
Green declared at a dinner in his 
honor given by the labor division 
of British war relief. His address 
follows: 


“American workers want the 
people of Great Britain to know 
that we are with them to the 
finish. This feeling has found tang- 
ible expression in the past three 
years through the medium of gifts 
by the workers of this country to 
British war relief. The sufferings 
of the British people and the in- 
domitable spirit they have shown 
in defense of their homeland so 
touched the hearts of American 
workers that they gave willingly 
of their earnings to alleviate con- 
ditions of workers on the British 
Great quantities of food, 
clothing, medicines and_ hospital 
supplies have been shipped to Great 
Britain through the contributions 
of workers here. The international 
ladies garment workers’ union fi- 
nanced the building and equipment 
of a canteen in London for British 
seamen, Our international fire fight- 
ers’ association raised more than 
$130,000 from its members and sent 
the funds to Britain for the relief 
of the British fire fighters who risk 
their lives night after night to pro- 
tect the lives and homes of their 
neighbors from incendiary bombs. 
I could cite countless other ex- 
amples of generosity by American 
workers and labor unions, reflect- 
ing the esteem in which they hold 
their British colleagues.

from being deprived of unemploy- 
ment benefits to which the wage 
earners contribute, representatives 
from the California State Federa- 
tion of Labor in the north and 
south, including spokesmen fr 
four central labor councils in that 
area, participated in hearings be- 
fore the commission to combat the 
employers’ move to revoke all ac- 
tion taken by the commission and 
providing such protection. The fed- 
eration’s representatives pointed 
out how the employers were at- 
tempting to circumvent the four- 
week waiting period under Rule 
56.1 and thereby disqualify unem- 
ployed workers indefinitely as far 
as getting any benefits were con- 
cerned. All the arguments made at 
the hearings are now under consid- 
}eration by the California employ- 
ment commission which will soon 
reach a decision on the entire mat- 
ter. 


Under Rule 56.1 of the California 
employment commission, a person 
who refused suitable employment 
was disqualified from receiving any 
unemployment benefits for a period 
of four weeks. This penalty was in 
j}addition to the penalty sustained 
| by such a person in the case where 
his employment was terminated 
under disqualifying conditions, that 
is, if he quits his job or was dis- 
charged for cause. 


Employers tried in numerous and 
j}ingenious ways to disqualify such 
| Person from receiving any unem- 
ployment benefits whatsoever, by 
repeatedly offering to the particu- 
lar employe involved the same em- 
ployment which he left or from 


which he was discharged. In a 
}number of instances the United 
|States employment service would 
re-offer to the unemployed wage 


earner the same job which he had 
refused on prior occasions. Thus, 
| in some cases, an employe would be 
' disqualified during his entire bene- 
fit period. 

Determined to make this the gen- 
eral policy, the employers requested 


| that Rule 56.1 be amended so as to

“Neither the refusal by an in- 
dividual to return to his last
